such advance is only made after close 
scrutiny of the pvsition of the individual 
farmer. The extent to which circumstances 


would subsequently justify a bank in 
varying, oa due iis ects) a Harper 
of its depositors and sharcholders, the 
terms of the original contract under which 
the advance was made must, similarly, be 
considered by reference solely the real 
position of the borrower. Every advance to 
a farmer represents a separ contract 
between the farmer and his bank, of which 
the basis is the circumstances of that 
particular borrower. Since the circum- 
stances are seldom the same in any two 
cases, it follows that a general variation 


in the contract, based on a general change 


of circumstances, cannot be just and 
reasonable, either as between farmer and 
farmer, or as between borrower and lender. 

Many farmers are able readily to meet 
their liabilities; a remission of liability 
in their case would mean a manifest in- 
justice to the lender, Some others could, 
bat) not wish to, observe their obliga- 
tions; such borrowers have no claim to 
leniency. Yet others are honestly unable 
to meet their liabilities; in such a case, 
leniency on the creditor's part is both 
reasonable and sensible. To each of these 
three categories of borrowers it will be 
recognised that different principles must 
apply. But within each category also the 
circumstances of individuals vary so much 
as to make any general principle incapable 
of application. Thus, even if it were 
possible to give a precise definition for 
banking purposes to the description 
‘‘farmer,”’ it would be wholly impossible 
to deal fairly with éhe liabilities of éyery 
farmer to his bank on one general prin- 
ciple. This conclusion appeared to be 
generally accepted by the deputations 
received by the banks. 


IMPORTANCE OF SOUND 
CREDIT, - | 


Apart from the particular interest of 
farmers, the community has its own 
interest in seeing that the foundations of 
credit are not undermined by any scheme 
unduly prejudicial te creditors. Agricul- 
ture, like commerce and industry, is 
financed out of the savings of the people: 
those who, by thrift, have put aside 
savings are entitled to the honest obser- 
vance of obligations by those at whose 
disposal such sav‘ngs are placed through 
the agency of the banks, It must diminish 
the sources of credit if lenders justifiably

RENEWED PLEDGES. 

Mr. de Valera having begun his address

Here by the graves of the leaders of 
Easter Week we are gathered in com- 
memoration. We have come to honour 
their memory and the memory. of their 
comrades and loved ones, to renew our 
pledges of fidelity to the cause for which 
they died, and to recall once more the 
example of heroic courage and unselfish 


fittingly commemorate the sacrifice’ of

defend. But the time has not come for 
that, and we must content ourselves to- 
day with the declaration that itis for that 
goal we strive and that we shall not rest 
until we have reached it.

‘* It is a resolve,' he went on, ‘‘ not-to 
be lightly taken, and it may not be easily 
or soon accomplished. But it is the only 
resolve worthy of a rece that has never 
‘admitted conquest, and, however difficult 
‘it may be in fulfilment, it is only through 
it that freland can now hope to attain 
happiness and peace. Let us then, in 
God’s name, pledge ourselves to this high 
purpose, and, while we are working to 
achieve it, let it be made clear that we 
yield no willing assent to any form or 
symbol that is out of keeping with Ire. 
land’s right as a sovereign nation. Let 
us remove these forms, one by one, so 
that this State that we control may be a 
republic in fact, and that, when the time 
comes, the prodlaiming of the republic 
may involve no more than a ceremony— 
the formal confirmation of a status 
already attained.”’ 


WHAT A REPUBLIC MEANS. 


Continuing, he said that in devoting 
themselves to this task, they must bear in 
mind that to the leaders of Easter Week 
the republic meant more than a forin of 
government, more even than an _ inde- 
pendent Ireland. 

They were not men that used words 
lightly, and when in their proclamation 
they guaranteed ‘‘equal rights and equal 
opportunities’’ to all citizens they meant 
it. They meant that the handicaps which 
make it all but impossible for so many 
of our poorer citizens to live the life of 
rational beings should no longer be 
tolerated, and that the opportunities for 
modest comfort and cultural development 
should be made available in due measure 
to all. .There was much to be done before 
they could claim that that guarantee had 
been fulfilled. If they were to refuse to 
undertake its fulfilment, they would have 
to share the reproach directed by James 
Connolly against those who bubble over 
with enthustasm for Ireland, but witness 
unmoved the sufferings of so many of her 


people. j 

In conclusion, Mr. de Valera said: “Ií 
we are truly followers of the men 
we commemorate to-day, Ireland: must 
mean. for us not .merely a ‘.com- 
bination of chemical elements,’ but 
the living people of our own country. We 
must be prepared, in the werds of the 
proclamation, to ‘cherish all the children 
of the nation equally.’ We must, too, 
‘make ourselves oblivio1s of the.differences 
carefully fostered by an alien Government 
and hearken to Tone’s exhortation to 
“abolish the memory of all past dissen- 
sions.’

The general opinion pending official 
returns is that, if the Socialists are 
defeated all round, it will have a con- 
siderable influetice ‘on the fate of the pre- 
sent Government, as the swing of the 
pendulum seems definitely to indicate the 
elimination of the Socialist Ministry. 


TWO YEARS OF REPUBLIC. 


Although this is merely a general elec- 
tion for municipalities and not for the 
Cortes, its significance lies in the fact 
that it is the first municipal election since 
that in April two years. ago, when the 
popular vote went so overwhelmingly in 
favour of the Republiean and working- 
class partics that ‘King Alfonso and™his 
National Government abdicated throne 
and power within thirty-six hours. 

Many Republican votes. are believed to 
have been lost by the non-fulzlment of 
promises made before the April, 1931, 
election that a “ Conservative Republic ”’ 
would be established. 

New factors. in the election are 
terrorism, on the one hand, and the now- 
concealed influence of the Church, on the 
other. Women, many of them illiterate, 
will vote for the first time. It must be 
borne in mind, however, that the secret 
ballot in Spain has always been a myth. 
Mayors, invested with autocratic. powers, 
have long been preparing the ground for 
the powers-that-be. With the exception 
of the greater municipalities, the Govern- 
ment, through the mayors, may be con- 
sidered to be in control of the situation.

SALE OF TICKETS. 


One provision deals with the calculation of 
moneys received from the sale of tickets. It 
says :— ' When calculating, for the 
of this Act, the amount of the monéys re- 
ceived from the sale of tickets in @ sweep- 
stake,» the yalue of tickets issued free of 
charge by way of reward to a seller of tickets 
shall be excluded from the calculation, and 
tnere shall be deducted from the nominal 
selling price of all other tickets all commis- 
sions, prizes and other remuneration given 
in relation to the selling of such tickets.”
